Less well known, however, is Mr. Lodge's 
long record of public service leading up to his 
appointm ent by President Eisenhower in 1953 to 
head our delegation to the U. N. He was gradu­ 
ated from Harvard in 1924. worked on r Cw.spa- 
pers in Bostcn and New York, then entered 
politics in 1931 to run successfully for the Massa­ 
chusetts General Court. After two terms in that 
legislature, he ran for the LI. S. Senate, and was 
elected three times. 
When he left during his 
second term to enter the Army, he was the first 
Senator since the Civil War to resign his seat in 
favor of military service. He served with distinc­ 
tion as a tank officer in Africa. Italy, France and 
Germ any, and was decorated with the Bronze 
Star, the Legion of Merit, and the French Legion 
of Honor and Croix de Guerre with palm 
After 
the war, he resumed his place in the Senate, 
where he served until 
he 
became campaign 
m anager for Mr. Eisenhower in 1952. He devoted 
his time and energy so fully to this effort that he 
neglected his own campaign for re-election and 
lost— to John F. Kennedy. Since he accepted the 
chairmanship of the U. S. delegation to the 
United Nations he has made a deep and lasting 
impression on those who have watched him at 
work on that maddening, frustrating front of the 
Cold War.

More About Budget Director Stans' 
Dealings In Government Oil Lands 


VV ASIII NGTON—Maurice Stans, 
President Eisenhower s all-power­ 
ful Director of the Budget, is a 
man who loves to go hunting for 
African big gam e and for defense 
appropriations 
in 
the 
Pentagon 
budget. When it comes to govern­ 
ment spending he is a tough oper­ 
ator and few bureaucrats like to 
challenge him 
When, therefore, Mr. Stans was 
challenged regarding his partici­ 
pation in a 1,060,000-acre lease of 
government oil lands in Alaska, 
he didn t like it a bit. He and a 
group of promoters had acquired 
the lease shortly after Eisenhower 
took olfice. February a. 1953, and 
Stans’ part was originally 15,360 
acres plus a 2 4 per cent royalty 
on any oil discovered on the en­ 
tire 1,060,000 acres. 
Because the law' provides that 
members of Congress shall not 
personally lease government land, 
and that Interior Department of­ 
ficials shall not deal 
in 
leases 
except for tiny homesteads, Stans. 
when challenged, announced that 
his leases had been placed in an 
“ irrevocable, 
tax-exempt, 
chari­ 
table trust" under which "neither 
I nor my family can benefit."

Land Management officials from 
dealing in oil lands were passed 
before the 
Budget 
Bureau was 
established,

Prestige Issue In Campaign Hurts U. S. Status 


These Days 


By George E. Sokolsky 


The Status Of Parties 


From the end of the Civil War until 1912. the Repub­ 
lican Party was the majority political party in the 
I mted States. True. Grover Cleveland was twice elected 
as a Democrat during this period, but it was not until 
Woodrow Wilson became President of the I mted States 
that the Democrats assumed a position of national 
leadership. Wilson gave the United States a new direc­ 
tion by accepting responsibility for the defense of Great 
Britain and France against Germany, thus bringing this 
country into a European war. In fact. Wilson assumed 
leadership in an attempt to organize the world within 
the League of Nations. 
Since W ilsons time. the Republicans have elect­ 
ed Harding, Coolidge, Hoover and Eisenhower; the 
Democrats have elected Roosevelt and Truman. 
Roosevelt was, of course, an exception to al! rules; 
ran for four terms and in many ways. altered the 
characteristics of American polities. Nevertheless, 
more Republicans than Democrats were elected. 


Roosevelt reorganized the Democratic Party in an 
effort to free himself from the control of the party by 
the Solid South and the Big City Bosses in the North. 
He brought into the party social reformers, socialists, 
non-political 
intellectuals and 
worked valiantly and 
successfully lo change the American labor movement 
from a ncn-political to a political effort 
The A F. of L. 
abandoned the trade union theories of Samuel Gompers 
and moved in the direction of younger Marxists led by 
Walter Reuther. Roosevelt had sufficient tenure in the 
W’hite House to weld together this new party. By suc­ 
ceeding to move the Northern Negroes out of the 
Republican Party, where they were because Lincoln 
freed the slaves, to the Democratic Party which was 
propagandizing for social equality through the influence 
of Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, the Democratic Party be­ 
cam e all powerful In those Northern states with large 
Negro populations. 
It was the Roosevelt lieutenants, Eduard H.vnn 
and Jam es Farley, who organized the American 
Labor Party in New York. 
This was designed to 
give Mayor La Guardia a method of leaving the 
Republican Party without becoming a Tammanyite. 


The American Labor Party eventually split into two 
factions, the A.L P., which became a political arm of 
the Communist Party, and the Liberal Party which 
mustered between 300.000 and 400 OOO votes consisting 
principally of workers in the male and female garment 
trades and a small number of intellectuals 
It con­ 
tinues to exist and exerts a greater influence than its 
numbers indicate. 
Neither party ts conservative nor liberal. 
Both 
parties are currently opportunistic, responding to im­ 
mediate questions without philosophic connotations 
In 
fact, the terms, conservative and liberal, cannot be 
defined in political context, in the year I960 
For in­ 
stance. Senator Kennedy regards himself as a liberal 
but his running mate, Senator Lyndon Johnson, has 
hitherto been accepted as a conservative. 
What then 
is this team ’’ Vice President Richard Nixon has never 
been a conservative such as Senator Barry Coldwater 
is. Nixon is assumed to be a conservative because he 
is anti-Communist. hut many liberals are anti-Com- 
munist and the socialists are violently so. 
The Vice 
Presidential candidate. Henry Cahot Lodge, cannot with 
any correctness be regarded as a conservative or a 
liberal; he has rather devoted himself to the defense 
of his country in the international arena 
In a word, the parties are vehicles for running 
for office without absolute distinctiveness as to 
theory or doctrine. Thus, the four debates betwern 
Kennedy and Nixon have not brought forth a single 
new idea, a single definition of terms or positions. 
The most that either candidate conveys is the idea, 
“ I am better than he is.” So what? 


This campaign, as no other, establishes the fact 
that l)0th parties are intellectually morbid. They have 
nothing to say as political parties. They do not appeal 
to the voters in political terms. They do not attack each 
other’s political concepts because there are none to 
attack 
They do not defend their political concepts 
because they have lost political consciousness. 
The 
impression given is that we have a “cult of person­ 
alities.” 
In this critical period 
this country requires 
political parties with distinctive program.'
